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PREFACE. 




SY endeavour in the following pages 
has been to collect together from 
the Qt)spels a large nnmber of the 
varied forms of sin which they con- 
tain, and to arrange them as subjects for Scripture 
Reading, Meditation, and Self-Bxamination. 

When I have been engaged in parochial duties, 
and have had occasion to speak of sin, I have often 
felt the want of some collection of sins such as I 
have now made ; and, I trust, my humble efforts 
may prove useful to others as well as to myself. 

The questions, and the philosophical parts are 
intended merely to be suggestive, and taken, as 
very many of them are, from a large number of 
standard authors, may supply thoughts for several 
grades of mind : some of them will be found so 
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vi Preface. 

simple as to be intelligible even to the most 
uneducated, whilst others imply deeper thought 
and consideration. 

The sayings of our Blessed Lord are, of course, 
all important, and the influence of the Holy Spirit 
can alone bring them to mind in such a way 
as to show their application to individual con- 
sciences (S. John xiv. 26) ; hei^ce, if only one or a 
few sins be taken at a time, the questions, doubt- 
less, may be increased to a great extent. 

Blank pages are inserted after the Index, in 
order that notes may be multiplied or expanded 
as occasion shall arise. 

It will be observed, that, throughout my intro- 
duction, I have represented human philosophy as 
working harmoniously at the side of Divine Reve- 
lation. Consistently with this view, I have 
thought, that the parts which compose man's 
moral and intellectual beiug must be taken into 
account in any effective study or discussion of 
those many forms of sin which I have collected 
&om the Gk)spels ; and, I would suggest, that the 
tabular view given at the end of this book, which 
is explaiued in the introduction, should serve as a 
frame-work into which various sins may be 
methodically inserted, and referred to by number.

The great object of man's existence is to become 
as like Christ as possible, and the nearer we can 
copy His perfect model the less we shall deviate 
from Qt)d's original design for man in nature, 
and, consequently, the less we shall sin. In other 
words, to be like Christ is the one thing needful, 
and the more we study what He says the more we 
may become so. 

I should feel much indebted to any reader who 
would have the kindness to send me sketches of 
character which I might incorporate, in the form 
of questions, under appropriate headings.

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INTRODUCTION. 




1^-4 r is sin? This, I need not say, is 
a question of great importance ; and 
I sliall try to answer it in such a 
manner as, while it will be intelli- 
gible to the generality of the uneducated, may, 
perhaps, be suggestive of further study to those 
who have higher intellectual opportunities. 

The two principal words for sin in the Old 
Testament Hebrew ^ and the New Testament 
Greek* mean " to miss a mark." They may be illus- 
trated by a quotation taken from Homer, who says, 
— " Now again will I try with my spear whether 
I can hit the mark. Thou hast erred (or, sinned) , 
thou hast not reached thine aim." 

The following (on pages 2 to 30) are scriptural

passages in which these two words (in some shape)

" But the men of Sodom were wicked and sinners 
before the Lord exceedingly."

Thou couldest have no 
power at all against me, except it were given thee 
from above : therefore he that delivered me unto 
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thee bath the greater sin.*' — John ziz. 11. *' Whose 
soeyer simi je remit, they are remitted unto them ; 
and whose soever Bins ye retain, they are re- 
tained." — John XX. 23. "Then Peter said nnto 
them, Repent, and be baptized every one of yon 
in the name of Jesns Christ for the remission of 
sins, and ye shall receive the gifb of the Holy 
Ghost." — Acts ii. 38. " Repent ye therefore, and 
be converted, that yonr sins may be blotted out, 
when the times of refreshing shall come from the 
presence of the Lord." — Acts iii. 19. " Him hath 
God exalted with his right hand to be a Prince 
and a Saviour, for to give repentance to Israel, 
and forgiveness of sins." — Acta v. 31. "And he 
kneeled down, and cried with a loud voice, Lord, 
lay not this sin to their charge. And when he 
had said this, he fell asleep."— ulcte vii. 60. " To 
him give all the prophets witness, that through 
his name whosoever believeih in him shall receive 
remission of sins." — Acts x. 43. "Be it known 
unto you therefore, men and brethren, that through 
this man is preached unto you the forgiveness of 
sins." — Acts xiii. 38. "And now why tarriest 
thou ? arise, and be baptized, and wash away thy 
sins, calling on the name of the Lord." — Acts xxii. 
16. " To open their eyes, and to turn them from 
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darkness to light, and from the power of Satan 
nnto God, that thej may receive forgiveness of 
sins, and inheritance among them which are 
sanctified by faith that is in me." — Acts zxvi. 18. 
" For as many as have sinned without law shall 
also perish without law: and as many as have 
sinned in the law shall be judged by the law." — 
Bom. ii. 12. " For if the truth of God hath more 
abounded through my lie unto his glory ; why yet 
am I also judged as a sinner ? . . . What then ? 
are we better than they ? No, in no wise : for we 
have before proved both Jews and Gentiles, that 
they are all under sin. . . . For all have sinned, 
and come short of the glory of God.'' — Rom. iii. 
7, 9, 23. "Saying, Blessed are they whose in- 
iquities are forgiven, and whose sins are covered. 
Blessed is the man to whom the Lord will not 
impute sin." — Bom. iv. 7, 8. "But God com- 
mendeth his love toward us, in that, while we 
were yet sinners, Christ died for us. . . . Where- 
fore, as by one man sin entered into the world, 
and death by sin ; and so death passed upon all 
men, for that all have sinned : (For until the law 
sin was in the world : but sin is not imputed when 
there is no law. Nevertheless death reigned from 
Adam to Moses, even over them that had not i 
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sinned after the similitude of Adam's transgres- 
sion, who is the fignre of him that was to come. 
. . . And not as it was bj one that sinned, so is 
the gifb : for the judgment was by one to condem- 
nation, but the free gifb is of many offences unto 
justification. . . . For as by one man's disobedience 
many were made sinners, so by the obedience of 
one shall many be made righteous. Moreover the 
law entered, that the offence might abound. But 
where sin abounded, grace did much more abound : 
That as sin hath reigned unto death, even so 
might grace reign through righteousness unto 
eternal life by Jesus Christ our Lord." — Bom, v. 
8, 12-14, 16, 19-21. " What shall we say then? 
Shall we continue in sin, that grace may abound ? 
Gt)d forbid. How shall we, that are dead to sin, 
live any longer therein ? . . . Knowing this, that 
our old man is crucified with him, that the body 
of sin might be destroyed, that henceforth we 
should not serve sin. For he that is dead is freed 
from sin. . . . Likewise reckon ye also yourselves 
to be dead indeed unto sin, but alive unto Grod 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. Let not sin 
therefore reign in your mortfid body, that ye 
should obey it in the lusts thereof. Neither yield 
ye your members as iustruments of unrightcous- 
c

ness nnto sin : but yield jonrselyes unto God, as 
those that are alive from the dead, and jonr 
members as instruments of righteousness unto 
God. For sin shall not have dominion over 70U : 
for je are not under the law, but under grace. 
What then? shall we sin, because we are not 
under the law, but under grace? God forbid. 
Know ye not, that to whom ye yield yourselves 
servants to obey, his servants ye are to whom ye 
obey ; whether of sin unto death, or of obedience 
unto righteousness. But Qod be thanked, that ye 
were the servants of sin ; but ye have obeyed from 
the heart that form of doctrine which was delivered 
you. Being then made free from sin, ye became 
the servants of righteousness. . . . For when ye 
were the servants of sin, ye were free from 
righteousness. . . . But now, being made free from 
sin, and become servants to God, yQ have your 
fruit unto holiness, and the end everlasting life. 
For the wages of sin is death ; but the gift of God 
is eternal life through Jesus Christ our Lord." — 
Bom. vi 1, 2, 6, 7, 11-18, 20, 22, 23. " For when we 
were in the flesh, the motions of sins, which were 
by the law, did work in our members to bring 
forth fruit unto death. . . . What shall we say 
then ? Is the law sin ? God forbid. Nay, I had 
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not known sin, but hj the law: for I had not 
known Inst, except the law had said, Thon shalt 
not covet. Bnt sin, taking occasion by the com- 
mandment, wronght in me all manner of concu- 
piscence. For without the law sin was dead. 
For I was alive without the law once ; but when 
the commandment came, sin revived, and I died. 
. . . For sin, taking occasion bj the commandment, 
deceived me, and by it slew me. . . . Was then 
that which is good made death unto me? God 
forbid. But sin, that it might appear sin, working 
death in me by that which is good ; that sin by 
the commandment might become exceeding sinfdl. 
For we know that the law is spiritual ; but I am 
carnal, sold under sin. . . . Now then it is no more 
I that do it, but sin that dwelleth in me. . . . Now, 
if I do that I would not, it is no more I that do it, 
but sin that dwelleth in me. . . . But I see another 
law in my members warring against the law of 
my mind, and bringing me into captivity to the 
law of sia which is in my members. ... I thank 
God through Jesus Christ our Lord. So then 
with the mind I myself serve the law of God, but 
with the flesh the law of sin." — Rom. vii. 5, 7-9, 
11, 13, 14, 17, 20, 23, 25. " For the law of the 
Spirit of life in Christ Jesus hath made me free 
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from the law of sin and death. For what the law 
could not do, in that it was weak throngh the 
flesh, God sending his own Son in the likeness of 
sinfal flesh, and for sin condemned sin in the flesh. 
. . . And if Christ be in yon, the body is dead 
becanse of sin: bnt the Spirit is life becanse of 
righteousness." — Bom. vii. 2, 3, 10. " For this is 
my covenant nnto them, when I shall take away 
their sins." — Bom, xi. 27. " And he that donbteth 
is damned if he eat^ becanse he eateth not of faith: 
for whatsoever is not of faith is sin." — Bom, xiv. 
23. "Flee fornication. Every sin that a man 
doeth is without the body; but he that committeth 
fornication sinneth against his own body." — 1 Cor. 
vi. 18. "But and if thou marry, thou hast not 
sinned; and if a virgin n^arry, she ^ hath not 
sinned: nevertheless such shall have trouble in 
the flesh ; but 1 spare you. . . . But if any man 
think that he behaveth himself uncomely toward 
his virgin, if she pass the flower of her age, 
and need so require, let him do what he will, he 
sinneth not; let them marry." — 1 Gor. vii. 28, 36. 
"But when ye sin so against the brethren, and 
wound their weak conscience, ye sin against 
Christ."— 1 Gor. viii. 12. "For I delivered unto 
jrou first of all that which I also received, how 
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iihat Christ died for our sins according to the 
scriptures. . . . And if Christ be not raised, your 
faith is vain ; ye are jet in your sins. . . . Awake 
to righteousness, and sin not ; for some have not 
the knowledge of God : I speak this to your shame. 
. . . The sting of death is sin ; and the strength of 
sin is the law."— 1 Oor. xv. 3, 17, 34, 56, " For 
he hath made him to be sin for us, who knew no 
sin ; that we might be made the righteousness of 
God in him," — 2 Oor, v. 21. " Have I committed an 
offence in abasing myself that ye might be exalted, 
because I have preached to you the Gospel of God 
freely."— 2 Oor. xi. 7. "Who gave himself for 
our sins, that he might deliver us from this present 
evil world, according to the will of God and our 
Father." — OoH. i. 4. "We who are Jews by 
nature, and not sinners of the Gentiles. . . . But 
if, while we seek to be justified by Christ, we our- 
selves also are found sinners, is therefore Christ 
the minister of sin? Grod forbid." — Qal. ii 16, 
17. "But the scripture hath concluded all under 
sin, that the promise by faith of Jesus Christ 
might be given to them that believe." — Oal. iii. 
22. "And you hath he quickened, who were dead 
in trespasses and sins." — EjpK ii 1. " Be ye angry, 
and sin not : let not the sun go down upon your 
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wrath." — Eph. iv. 26. "In whom we have re- 
demption through his blood, even the forgiveness 
of sins." — Ool. i. 14. **In whom •also ye are cir- 
cumcised with the circnmoision made withont 
hands, in putting off the body of the sins of the 
flesh by the circumcision of Christ." — Ool, ii. 11. 
" Forbidding us to speak to the Gentiles, that they 
might be saved, to fill up their sins alway: for the 
wrath is come upon them to the uttermost." — 1 
Thess, ii. 16. " Let no man deceive you by any 
means : for that day shall not come, except there 
come a falling away first, and that man of sin be 
revealed, the son of perdition." — 2 These, ii 3, 
"Elnowing this, that the law is not made for a 
righteous man, but for the lawless and disobedient, 
for the ungodly and for sinners, for unholy and 
profane, for murderers of fathers and murderers of 
mothers, for manslayers. . . . This is a faithful 
saying, and worthy of all acceptation, that Christ 
Jesus came into the world to save sinners; 
of whom I am chief."— 1 IHm. i. 9, 15. "Them 
that sin rebuke before all, ihsi others also may 
fear."— 1 ISm. v. 20. "For of this sort are they 
which creep into houses, atid lead captive silly 
women laden with sins, led away with divers 
lusts." — 2 Tim, iii. 6. " Knowing that he that is 
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such is snbyerted, and sinneth, being condemned 
of himself."— TO. iii. 11. "Who, being the 
brightness of his glorj, and the express image of 
his person, and upholding all things bj the word 
of his power, when he had by himself purged our 
sins, sat down on the right hand of the Majesty on 
high." — Beb. i. 3. "Wherefore in all things it 
behoved him to be made like unto his brethren, 
that he might be a merciful and faithful high priest 
in things pertaining to Gt>d, to make reconciliation 
for the sins of the people." — Heb, ii. 17. " But 
exhort one another daily, while it is called To-day ; 
lest any of you be hardened through the deceitful- 
ness of sin. . . . But with whom was he grieved 
forty years P was it not with them that had sinned, 
whose carcases fell in the wilderness P " — Heh. iii. 
13, 17, " For we have not an high priest which 
cannot be touched with the feeling of our infirmi- 
ties ; but was in all points tempted like as we are, 
yet without sin." — HeJ. iv. 15. " For every high 
priest, taken from among men, is ordained for men 
in things pertaining to God, that he may offer 
both gifts and sacrifices for sins. . . . And by 
reason hereof he ought, as for the people, so also 
for himself, to offer for sins."— ffeJ. v. 1, 3. " For 
such an high priest became us, who is holy, harm- 
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less, nndefiled, separate from sinners, and made 
higher than the heavens ; Who needeth not daily, 
as those high priests, to offer np sacrifice, first for 
his own sins, and then for the people's : for this 
he did once, when he offered np himself." — Heb. 
vii. 26, 27. "(For then mnst he often have 
suffered since the fonndafcion of the world ;) bnt 
now once in the end of the world hath he appeared, 
to put away sin by the sacrifice of himself. ... So 
Christ was once offered to bear the sins of many : 
and nnto them that look for him shall he appear 
the second time, without sin, nnto salvation." — 
Heb. ix. 26, 28. " For then would they not have 
ceased to be offered P because that the worshippers 
once purged should have had no more conscience 
of sins. But in those sacrifices there is a remem- 
brance again made of sins every year. For it is 
not possible that the blood of bulls and of goats 
should take away sins. ... In burnt-offerings and 
sacrifices for sin thou hast had no pleasure. . . . 
Above, when he said. Sacrifice, and offering, and 
burnt-offerings, and offering for sin, thou wouldest 
not, neither hadst pleasure therein; (which are 
offered by the law.) . . . And every priest standeth 
daily ministering, and offering ofbentimes the same 
sacrifices, which can never take away sins : But 
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this man, after be had offered one sacrifice for 
sins, for ever sat down on the right hand of God. 
. . . And their sins and iniquities will I remember 
no more. . . . For if we sin wilfnlly after that we 
have received the knowledge of the truth, there 
remaineth no more sacrifice for sins, But a certain 
fearful looking for of judgment and fiery indigna- 
tion, which shall devour the adversaries." — Heb, 
X. 2-4, 6, 8, 11, 12, 17, 26, 27. " Choosing 
rather to suffer affliction with the people of Ood, 
than to enjoy the pleasures of sin for a season." — 
Seb. xi 25. " Wherefore, seeing we also are com- 
passed about with so great a cloud of witnesses, 
let us lay aside every weight, and the sin which 
doth so easily beset us, and let us run with 
patience the race that is set before us. . . . For 
consider him that endured such contradiction of 
sinners against himself, lest ye be wesjied and 
faint in your minds. Ye have not yet resisted unto 
blood, striving against sin." — Heb, xii. 1, 3, 4. 
" For the bodies of those beasts, whose blood is 
brought into the sanctuary by the high priest for 
sin, are burnt without the camp." — Keb, xiii 11. 
" Then, when lust hath conceived, it bringeth forth 
sin; and sin, when it is finished, bringeth forth 
death." — Ja8. i. 15. " But if ye have respect to 
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persons, ye commit sin, and are convinced of the 
law as transgressors." — Jas. ii 9. "Draw nigh to 
GtodL, and lie will draw nigh to you. Cleanse yonr 
hands, ye sinners; and purify yonr hearts, ye 
donble- minded. . . . "Therefore to him that 
knoweth to do good, and doeth it not, to h™ it is 
sin." — Jas, iv. 8, 17. "And the prayer of faith 
shall save the sick, and the Lord shall raise him 
np ; and if he have committed sins, they shall be 
forgiven him. Confess yonr fanlts one to another, 
and pray one for another, that ye may be healed. 
The effectnal fervent prayer of a righteous man^ 
availeth much. . . . Let him know, that he which 
converteth the sinner from the error of his way 
shall save a soul from death, and shall hide a 
multitude of sins."-^(M. v. 16, 16, 20. "For 
what glory is it> if^ when ye be buffeted for youf 
faults, ye shall take it patiently ? but if^ when ye 
do well, and suffer for it, ye take it patiently, this 
is acceptable with Qod, . . . Who did no sin, 
neither was guile found in his mouth. . . . Who 
his own self bare our sins in his own body on the 
tree, that we, being dead to sins, should live unto 
righteousness : by whose stripes ye w^e healed." 
—1 Pet. ii. 20, 22, 24. " For Christ also ha^h 
once suffered for sins, the just for the unjust, that

he might brmg tis to God, being pnt to death in 
the flesh, but quickened by the Spirit." — 1 Pet, iii. 
18. ''Forasmuch then as Christ hath suffered 
for us in the flesh, arm yourselves likewise with 
the same mind : for he that hath suflered in the 
flesh hath ceased from sin* . . . And, above all 
things, have fervent charity among yourselves: 
for charity shall cover the multitude of sins. . . . 
And if the righteous scarcely be saved, where 
shall the ungodly and the sinner appear ?'' — 1 Pet. 
iv. 1, 8, 18. '* But he that lacketh these things is 
blind, and cannot see afar ofi*, and hath forgotten 
that he was purged from his old sins." — 2 Pet, L 
9. '* For if Qod spared not the angels that sinned, 
but cast them down to heU, and delivered them 
into chains of darkness, to be reserved unto judg- 
ment. . . . Having eyes full of adulteiy, and that 
cannot cease from sin; beguiling unstable souls: 
an heart they have exercised with covetous prac* 
iices ; cursed children." — 2 Pet, ii. 4s, 14. " But if 
we walk in the light, as he is in the light) we have 
fellowship one with another, and the blood of 
Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us from all sin. If 
we say that we have no sin, we deceive ourselves, 
and the truth is not in us. If we confess our sins, 
he is faithfal and just to forgive us our sins, and 
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to cleanse us from all nnrigliteousness. If we say 
that we haye not sinned, we make him a liar, and 
his word is not in us," — 1 John, i. 7-10. " My 
little children, these things write I unto you, that 
ye sin not. And if any man sin, we have an ad- 
vocate with the Father, Jesus Christ the righteous : 
And he is the propitiation for our sins ; and not 
for ours only, but also for the sins of the whole 
world. ... I write unto you, little children, be- 
cause your sins are forgiven you for his name's 
sake." — 1 John, ii. 1, 2, 12. " Whosoever com- 
mitteth sin^ transgresseth also the law : for sin is 
the transgression of the law. And ye know that 
he was manifested to take away our sins ; and in 
him is no sin. Whosoever abideth in him sinneth 
not : whosoever sinneth hath not seen him, neither 
known him. . . . He that committeth sin is of the 
devil ; for the devil sinneth from the beginning. 
For this purpose the Son of Grod was manifested, 
that he might destroy the works of the devil. 
Whosoever is bom of God doth not commit sin ; 
for his seed remaineth in him : and he cannot sin, 
because he is bom of God." — 1 John, iii. 4-6; 8, 9. 
" Herein is love, not that we loved God, but that 
he loved us, and sent his Son to be the propitiation 
for our sins.** — 1 John, iv. 10. " If any man see hia 
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brother sin a sin whicli is not nnto death, he shall 
ask, and he shall giye him life for them that sin 
not nnto death. There is a sin nnto death : I do 
not say that he shall pray for it. All nnrighteons- 
ness is sin: and there is a sin not nnto death. 
We know that whosoever is bom of God sinneth 
not : but he that is begotten of God keepeth him- 
self, and that wicked one toucheth him not." — 
1 John V. 16-18. " To execute judgment upon 
all, and to convince all that are ungodly among 
them of all their ungodly deeds which they have 
ungodly committed, and of all their hard speeches 
which ungodly sinners have spoken against him." 
— Jvde 16, " And from Jesus Christ, who is the 
faithful Witness, and the first-begotten of the dead, 
and the Prince of the kings of the earth. Unto 
him that loved us, and washed us from our sins 
in his own blood." — Bev. i. 6. "And I heard 
another voice from heaven, saying. Come out of 
her, my people, that ye be not partakers of her 
sins, and that ye receive not of her plagues: For 
her sins have reached unto heaven, and God hath 
remembered her iniquities." — Bev, xviii. 4, 6. 
"But unbelieving and sinners,^ and the abomi-

nable, and murderers, and whoremongers, and 
sorcerers, and idolaters, and all liars, shall haye 
their part in the lake which bnmeth with fire and 
brimstone: which is the second death." — Bev. 
zxi. 8* 

8m is also deeoribed to ns in the New Testa- 
ment by words which may mean as follows (pages 
30 to 45) :— 

1. To transgress :^ " Why do thy disciples trans- 
gress the tradition of the elders ? for they wash 
not their hands when they eat bread. But he 
answered and said nnto them. Why do ye 
also transgress the commandment of God by yonr 
tradition?"— Ma</. xv. 2, 3. "That he may 
take part of this ministry and apostleship, 
from which Judas by transgression fell, that he 
might go to his own place." — Acts i 26. " Thon 
that makest thy boast of the law, through 
breaking the law dishonottrest thon God?" — 
Bom. ii. 23. " Because the law worketh wrath : 
for where no law is, there is no transgression." 
— Bom. iv. 15. " Neyertheless death reigned 
from Adam to Moses, eyen over them that had 
not sinned after the similitude of Adam's trans- 
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gression, who is the figure of him that was to 
come." — Bom. v. 14. " For if I bnild again the 
things which I destroyed, I make myself a trans- 
gressor." — Odl. ii 18, "Wherefore then serveth 
the law ? It was added because of transgressions, 
till the seed should come to whom the promise 
was made; and it was ordained by angels in 
the hand of a mediator." — GaX. iii. 19. "And 
Adam was not deceiyed ; but the woman, being 
deceived, was in the transgression." — 1 Tim, ii. 14. 
" For if the word spoken by angels was stedfast, 
and every transgression and disobedience received 
a just recompence of reward." — Heb. ii. 2. " And 
for this cause he is the mediator of the new testa- 
ment, that by means of death, for the redemption 
of the transgressions that were under the first 
testament, they which are called might receive 
the promise of eternal inheritance." — Hebi, ix. 16. 
"But if ye have respect to persons, ye commit 
sin, and are convinced of the law as transgressors. 
. . . For he that said. Do not commit adultery, 
said also. Do not kill. Now if thou commit no 
adultery, yet if thou kill, thou art become a trans- 
gressor of the law." — James ii. 9, 11. " Whoso- 
ever transgresseth, and abideth not in the doctrine 
of Christ, hath not God. He that abideth in the 
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doctrine of Christ, he hath both the Father and 
the Son."— 2 John 9. 

2. To neglect to hea/r : ^ " And if he shall neg- 
lect to hear them, tell it nnto the church : but if 
he neglect to hear the church, let him be unto 
thee as an heathen man and a publican." — Matt. 
xviii 17. " For as by one man's disobedience 
many were made sinners ; so by the obedience of 
one shall many be made righteous." — Bom, v. 19. 
"And having in a readiness to revenge all dis- 
obedience, when your obedience is fulfilled." — 
2 Cor, X. 6. " For if the word spoken by angels 
was stedfast, and every transgression and dis- 
obedience received a just recompence of reward." 
—Eeb. ii. 2. 

8. To fall when we ought to home stood v/p^ 
right : * " For if ye forgive men their trespasses, 
your heavenly Father will also forgive you : But 
if ye forgive not men their trespasses, neither will 
your Father forgive your trespasses." — Matt. vi. 
14, 16. " So likewise shall my heavenly Father 
do also unto you, if ye from your hearts forgive 
not every one his brother their trespasses." — Matt. 
xviii. 36. " And when ye stand praying, forgive. 
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if ye have anght against any; tliat yonr Father 
also which, is in heaven may forgive you yonr 
trespasses. But if ye do not forgive, neither will 
yonr Father which is in heaven forgive yonr tres- 
passes." — Ma/rJc xi. 25, 26. " Who was delivered 
for onr offences, and was raised again for onr 
justification." — Bom, iv. 26. "But not as the 
offence, so also is the free gift. For if through 
the offence of one many be dead: much more 
the grace of God, and the gift by grace, which is 
by one man, Jesus Christ, hath abounded unto 
many. And not as it was by one that sinned, so is 
the gift : for the judgment was by one to condem- 
nation, but the free gift is of many offences unto 
justification. For if by one man's offence death 
reigned by one ; much more they which receive 
abundance of grace, and of the gift of righteous- 
ness, shall reign in life by one, Jesus Christ, 
Therefore, as by the offence of one judgment came 
upon all men to condemnation ; even so by the 
righteousness of one the free gift came upon all 
men unto justification of life. For as by one man's 
disobedience many were made sinners ;, so by the 
obedience of one shall many be made righteous. 
Moreover, the law entered, that the offence might 
abound : but where sin abounded, grace did much

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more abound." — Bom, v. 15-20. " I say then. 
Have they stumbled that they should fell ? Qt)d for- 
bid : bnt rather through their fell salvation is come 
unto the Gentiles, for to provoke them to jealousy. 
Now, if the fall of them be the riches of the world, 
and the diminishing of them the riches of the 
Gentiles ; how much more their fulness ?" — Bom, 
xi. 11, 12. "If they shall fall away, to renew 
them again unto repentance ; seeing they crucify 
to themselves the Son of God afresh, and put 
him to an open shame." — Eeb, vi 6. "To wit, 
that Gtod was in Christ, reconciling the world 
unto himself, not imputing their trespasses unto 
them ; and hath committed unto us the word of 
reconciliation." — 2 Oor. v. 19. " Brethren, if a 
man be overtaken in a fault, ye which are spiri- 
tual restore such an one in the spirit of meekness ; 
considering thyself, lest thou also be tempted." 
— Gal, vi. 1. "In whom we have redemption 
through his blood, the forgiveness of sins, ac- 
cording to the riches of his grace." — Eph. i. 7. 
" And you hath he quickened, who were dead 
in trespasses and sins. . . . Even when we were 
dead in sins, hath quickened us together with 
Christ ; (by grace ye are saved,") — Eph. ii. 1, 6. 
" And you, being dead in your sins and the un- 
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circmncision of your flesli, hath he quickened 
together with him, having forgiven you all tres- 
passes." — OoL ii. 13. " Confess yonr faults one 
to another, and pray one for another, that ye may 
be healed." — Jos. v. 16. 

4. To he ignoromt of what we ought to ha/oe known^ 
"And now, brethren, I wot that through ignorance 
ye did it, as did also your rulers." — Acta iii. 17, 
" For they that dwell at Jerusalem, and their ru- 
lers, because they knew him not, nor yet the voices 
of the prophets which are read every sabbath-day, 
they have fulfilled them in condemning him." 
— Acts xiii. 27. "For as I passed by, and beheld 
your devotions, 1 found an altar with this inscrip- 
tion, TO THE UNKNOWN GOD. Whom there- 
fore ye ignorantly worship him declare I unto you. 
. . . And the times of this ignorance God winked 
at ; but now commandeth all men every where to 
repent."— ^cte xvii. 23, 30. " Now Tt would not 
have you ignorant, brethren, that ofbentimes 1 
purposed to come unto you, (but was let hitherto,) 
that 1 might have some &uit among you also, even 
as among other Q«ntiles." — Bom. i. 13. " Or de- 
spisest thou the riches of his goodness, and for- 

^ hymXf, 
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bearance, and long-suffering; not knowing tliat 
the goodness of God leadeth thee to repentance ?" 
Bom, ii. 4. " Know ye not, that so many of us as 
were baptized into Jesns Christ were baptized into 
his death?" — Bom. vi. 8. "Know ye not, bre- 
thren, (for I speak to them that know the law,) 
how that the law hath dominion over a man as 
long as he liveth?" — Bom. vii. 1. "For they, 
being ignorant of Grod's righteousness, and going 
about to establish their own righteousness, have 
not submitted themselyes unto the righteousness 
of God."— Eom. x. 3. " For I would not, bre- 
thren, that ye should be ignorant of this mystery, 
(lest ye should be wise in your own conceits,) that 
blindness in part is happened to Israel, until the 
fulness of the Gentiles be come in." — Bom. xi. 25. 
" Moreover, brethren, I would not that ye should 
be ignorant, how that all our fathers were under 
the cloud, ana all passed through the sea." — 1 Gor, 
X. 1. "Now concerning spiritual gifts, brethren, 
I would not have you ignorant." — 1 Gor. xii 1. 
" But if any man be ignorant, let him be ignorant." 
1 Gor. xiv. 38. "Awake to righteousness, and 
sin not ; for some have not the knowledge of God : 
I speak this to your shame." — 1 Gor. xv. 34. 
" Lest Satan should get pn advantage of us : for 
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we are not ignorant of his devices." — 2 Gor, ii. 11. 
" As unknown, and yet well known ; as dying, 
and, behold, we live ; as chastened, and not killed." 
— 2 Cor, vi. 9. " Having the nnderstanding dark- 
ened, being alienated from the life of Qod through 
the ignorance that is in them, because of the 
blindness of their heart."— JE/jpA. iv. 18. « But I 
would not have you to be ignorant, brethren, con- 
cerning them which are asleep, that ye sorrow not, 
even as others which have no hope." — 1 These, iv. 
18. " Who was before a blasphemer, and a per- 
secutor, and injurious : but I obtained mercy, be- 
cause I did it ignorantly in unbelief." — 1 Tim. i. 
13. " Who can have compassion on the ignorant, 
and on them that are out of the way ; for that he 
himself also is compassed with infirmity." — He^ 
V. 2. " For so is the will of God, that with well- 
doing ye may put to silence the ignorance of 
foolish men." — 1 Pet, ii. 16. " But these, as na- 
tural brute beasts, made to be taken and destroyed, 
speak evil of the things that they understand not, 
and shall utterly perish in their own corruption." 
2 Pet. ii 12.

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" Now, if the fall of them be the riches of the 
world, and the diminishiiig of them the riches 
of the Gtentiles ; how much more their fulness." — 
Bom. xi. 12. " Now therefore there is utterly a 
fault among you, because je go to law one with 
another : why do ye not rather take wrong ? why 
do ye not rather suffer yourselves to be de- 
frauded?"—! Oor.vi.7. 

6. To do that which is notjust.^ " That ye may 
be the children of your Father which is in heayen: 
for he maketh his sun to rise on the evil and on 
the good, and sendeth rain on the just and on the 
unjust." — Matt. v. 46. " But he answered one of 
them, and said, Friend, I do thee no wrong ; didst 
not thou agree with me for a penny?" — Matt. 
XX. 13. " But he shall say, I tell you, I know 
you not whence ye are: depart from me, all ye 
workers of iniquity." — LiJce xiii. 27. " And the 
lord commended the unjust steward, because he 
had done wisely: for the children of this world 
are in their generation wiser than the children of 
light. . . , If therefore ye haye not been faithfal 
in the unrighteous mammon, who will commit to 
your trust the true riches?" — Lv^ce xvi. 8, 11. 
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<' And the Lord said, Hear wliat the unjnst jadge 
saith. . . . The Pharisee stood and prayed thus 
with himself, God, I thank thee, that I am not as 
other men are, extortioners, unjnst, adulterers, or 
even as this pubHcan." — Lvke xviii 6, 11. " He 
that speaketh of himself seeketh his own glory : but 
he that seeketh his glory that sent him, the same 
is true, and no unrighteousness is in him." — John 
vii. 18. '' Now this man purchased a field with the 
reward of iniquity ; and falling headlong, he burst 
asunder in the midst, and all his bowels gushed 
out." — Acts i. 18. ''And seeing one of them 
suffer wrong, he defended him, and avenged him 
that was oppressed, and smote the Egyptian. . . . 
But he that did his neighbour wrong thrust him 
away, saying. Who made thee a ruler and a judge 
over us?" — Acts vii. 24. 27. "For I perceive 
that thou art in the gall of bitterness, and in the 
bond of iniquity." — Acts viii. 23. "Then said 
Paul, I stand at Cesar's judgment-seat, where I 
ought to be judged : to the Jews have I done no 
wrong, as thou very well knowest. For if I be an 
offender, or have committed anything worthy of 
death, I refuse not to die : but if there be none of 
these things whereof these accuse me, no man 
may deliver me unto them. I appeal unto Cesar." 
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Acts XXV. 10, 11. "For the wrath of God is re- 
vealed from heaven against all ungodliness and 
unrighteousness of men, who hold the truth in 
unrighteousness. . . . Being filled with all un- 
righteousness, fornication, wickedness, covetous- 
ness, maliciousness ; full of envy, murder, debate, 
deceit, malignity; whisperers." — Bom, i. 18, 29. 
" But unto them that are contentious, and do not 
obey the truth, but obey unrighteousness, indig- 
nation and wrath." — Bom. ii. 8. " But if our 
unrighteousness commend the righteousness of 
Qt)d, what shall we say? Is God unrighteous 
who taketh vengeance? (I speak as a man.)" 
— Bom. iii. 5. " ]N"either yield ye your members 
as instruments of unrighteousness unto sin : but 
yield yourselves unto God, as those that are alive 
from the dead, and your members as instruments 
of righteousness unto God." — Bom, vi. 13. " What 
shall we say then ? Is there unrighteousness with 
God? God forbid."— Eom. ix. 14. "Dare any 
of you, having a matter against another, go to law 
before the unjust, and not before the saints ? . . . 
Now therefore there is utterly a fault among you, 
because ye go to law one with another : why do 
ye not rather take wrong ? why do ye not rather 
suffer yourselves to be defrauded ? ]N"ay, ye do 
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wrong, and defraud, and that yonr brethren. 
Know ye not that the unrighteous shall not in- 
herit the kingdom of God? Be not deceived: 
neither fornicators, nor idolaters, nor adulterers, 
nor effeminate, nor abusers of themselves with 
matikind. Nor thieves, nor covetous, nor drunk- 
ards, nor revilers, nor extortioners, shall inherit the 
kingdom of God."— 1 G<yr. vi. 1, 7-10. " Receive 
us ; we have wronged no man, we have corrupted no 
man, we have defrauded no man. * . . Wherefore, 
though I wrote unto you, I did it not for his 
cause that had done the wrong, nor for his cause 
that suffered wrong, but that our care for you in the 
sight of God might appear unto you. — 2 Gor. vii. 
2, 12. . " Brethren, I beseech you, be as 1 am : for 

1 am as ye are ! ye have not injured me at all." — 
Oal. iv. xii. "But he that doeth wrong shall 
receive for the wrong which he hath done ; and 
there is ne respect of persons." — Goh iii 25. " And 
with all deceivableness of unrighteousness in them 
that perish ; because they received not the love of 
the truth, that they might be saved. . . . That 
they all might be damned who believed not the 
truth but had pleasure in unrighteousness." — 

2 Theas. ii. 10, 12. " Nevertheless the foun- 
dation of Gt)d standeth sure, having this seal. 
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The Lord knowetli them that are his. And, Let 
every one that nameth the name of Christ depart 
from iniquity."— 2 Tim. ii. 19. "If he hath 
wronged thee, or oweth thee ought, put that on 
mine acconnt." — Philem. 18. "For God is not 
nnrighteons, to forget your work and labour of 
love, which ye have shewed towards his name, in 
that ye have ministered to the saints, and do 
minister." — Heb, vi. 10. " For I will be merciful 
to their unrighteousness, and their sins and their 
iniquities will I remember no more." — Heb, viLi. 12. 
" For this is thank- worthy, if a man for conscience 
toward God endure grief, suffering wrongfully." — 
1 Pet ii. 19. " For Christ also hath once suffered 
for sins, the just for the unjust, that he might 
bring us to God, being put to death in the flesh, 
but quickened by the Spirit."— 1 Pet iii. 18. " The 
Lord knoweth how to deliver the godly out of 
temptations, and to reserve the unjust unto the 
day of judgment to be punished. . . . And shall 
receive the reward of unrighteousness, as they 
that count it pleasure to riot in the day-time: 
spots they are and blemishes, sporting themselves 
with their ot^n deceivings while they feast with 
you. . . • Which have forsaken the right way, 
and are gone astray, following the way of- Balaam 
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the son of Bosor, who loved the wages of nn- 
nghteousness.'' — 2 Pet ii. 9, 13, 15. " If we con- 
fess our sins, he is faithful and just to forgive us 
our sins, and to cleanse us firom aU unrighteous- 
ness." — 1 John i. 9. "All unrighteousness is sin: 
and there is a sin not unto death." — VJoJm v. 17. 
" And if any man will hurt them, fire proceedeth 
out of their mouth, and devoureth their enemies : 
and if any man will hurt them, he must in this 
manner be killed." — Bev. xi 5. " He that is un- 
just, let him be unjust still: and he which is 
filthy, let him be filthy still : and he that is right- 
eous, let him be righteous still: and he that is 
holy, let him be holy still." — Bev. xxii. 11. 

7. Thai which is opposed to God^s law.^ " And 
then will I profess unto them, I never knew you : 
depart from me, ye that work iniquity." — Matt, 
vii. 23. " The Son of man shall send forth his 
angels, and they shall gather out of his kingdom 
all things that ofiEend, and them which do iniquity." 
— Matt. xiii. 41. "Even so ye also outwardly 
appear righteous unto men, but within ye are full 
of hypocrisy and iniquity." — Matt. xxiiL 28. " And 
because iniquity shall abound, the love of many 

' dmfjUa. 
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shall wax c5old." — Matt. xxiv. 12. "And the 
scripture was fulfilled, which saith, And he was 
numbered with the transgressors." — Ma/rk xv. 28. 
" For I say unto you, That this that is written 
must yet be accomplished in me, And he was 
reckoned among the transgressors : for the things 
concerning me have an end." — Luke xxii. 37. 
" Him, being delivered by the determinate coun- 
sel and foreknowledge of God, ye have taken, and 
by wicked hands have crucified and slain." — Acts 
ii. 23. " For as many as have sinned without law, 
shall also perish without law; and as many as 
have sinned in the law, shall be judged by the 
law." — Bom. ii. 12. "I speak after the manner 
of men, because of the infirmity of your flesh : for 
as ye have yielded your members servants to un- 
cleanness, and to iniquity unto iniquity ; even so 
now yield your members servants to righteousness 
unto holiness." — Bom. vi. 19. " Be ye not un- 
equally yoked together with unbelievers: for 
what fellowship hath righteousness with un- 
righteousness P and what communion hath light 
with darkness P — 2 Gor. vi 14. " For the 
mystery of iniquity doth already work : only he 
who now letteth will let, until he be taken 
out of the way: And then shall that Wicked 
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be revealed, whom the Lord shall consnme 
with the spirit of his mouth, and shall destroy 
with the brightness of his coming. — 2 Thess. ii. 
7, 8. " Knowing this, that the law is not made 
for a righteous man, but for the lawless and dis- 
obedient, for the xmgodly and for sinners, for un- 
holy and profane, for murderers of fathers and 
murderers of mothers, for manslayers." — 1 Tim. 
i. 9. " Who gave himself for us, that he might 
redeem us from all iniquity, and purify unto him- 
self a peculiar people, zealous of good works." — 
Tit. ii. 14. " Thou hast loved righteousness, and 
hated iniquity ; therefore Gt)d, even thy God, hath 
anointed thee with the oil of gladness, above thy 
fellows."— ffe&. i. 9. "For I will be merciful to 
their unrighteousness, and their sins and their in-> 
iquities will I remember no more." — Heh. viii. 12. 
" And their sins and iniquities will I remember 
no more." — Heb, x. 17. " For that righteous man 
dwelling among them, in seeing and hearing, 
vexed his righteous soul from day to day with 
their unlawfol deeds." — 2 Pet. ii. 8. " Whosoever 
conmiitteth sin transgresseth also the law : for sin 
is the transgression of the law." — 1 John iii. 4. 

I think, then, from a consideration of the mean- 
ing of these words, we may return to the defini- 
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tion from which we started, yiz., that sin means 
^[nvissmg a mcMrh^'* and it remains for ns next to 
inquire — 

What mwrk there is which we ccm rrdss ? 

To answer this question we must take a brief 
yiew of man's moral and intellectual nature. 

(See the tables at the end of the hook). 

Man's Moral Nature may be divided into (1) 
his Desires, Affections, and Self-love; (2) his 
Will ; (3) his Moral Principle or Conscience. 

A desire means a propension or movement of 
the mind towards some correlati/ve object, which 
a^ne possesses the qualities which can satisfy 
that propension ; e.g. — 

The desire of the animal propensities or appe- 
tites. The desire of getting wealth, <fec. 

An affection is a propension or movement of 
the mind leading us to act in some particular and 
correlative way towards a sentient being with 
whom we have sympathy, and which affection can 
be satisfied by that correlative action alone ; e. g. — 

The affection of compassion, of justice, <fec. 

Self-love is a principle or propensity which leads 
us to study what we presume will be for our^er- 
sonod good, whether that good be considered in 
the light of an advantage or a gratification. By

itself, and miregiilated, it does not necessarily 
lead to onr happiness, bnt only when nnder the 
regulation of conscience. 

The ifdll is a state of mind through which the 
desires and affections operate ; and a man is moved 
by them when he wills to do that which they 
suggest, and so it is the end of intention and that 
which immediately precedes action. Desires and 
affections are called into play by the presence of 
some objects to which they correspond; then 
eomes the question, shall this desire or affection 
be gratified in relation to certain objects. Delibe- 
ration of some sort, more or less, as the case may 
be, ensues, and at length the decision is made ; 
then the will arises to carry the resolve into act. 

But above and outside all this stands the inevi- 
table conscience — such is the position of the will. 

The moral prmci^le or conscience is that ap- 
proving or disapproving faculty, whereby actions, 
including thoughts, are i/nstomtcmeovsly judged. 
For the most part this judgment is unbidden, 
spontaneous, and inevitable. Like our other 
faculties, conscience admits of education, en- 
lightenment, and development. Nevertheless, 
even in its most imperfect and undeveloped con- 
dition to act contrary to its judgment is sin. 
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Man's mtellectual natvre may be divided thns 
into— 

• A. Intuition. B, The Intellectual Powers of 
(1) Memory and Becollection ; (2) Abstraction 
(3) Imagination ; (4) Eeason or Judgment. 

A. Intuition is, that means by which we ac- 
quire knowledge independently of the intellectnal 
powers. 

As instances we may qnote the following :-^ 

1. The knowledge of the existence of Qod. 

2. The knowledge of our own existence. 

3. The conviction that mind is distinct from 
matter. 

4. The confidence in our own mental processes, 
and that our memory suggests facts. 

5. The conviction that every effect must have 
a cause, and an adequate one, <&c., Ac, 

B, The IntelleclAJbal Powers. 

1. Memory is that faculty which enables us to 
treasure up and preserve for fature use the know- 
ledge we acquire by the other intellectual powers. 

Two things are implied (1) the capacity of re- 
taining knowledge, which constitutes a retentive 
memory; and (2) the power of recalling know- 
ledge, which constitutes a ready memory. This 
latter may be termed recollection. 
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2. Abstraction means the power which we have 
of separating things combined, and of considering 
some of them apart from the rest ; thus we may 
speak about the colour of an object apart from its 
shape. 

3. Imagi/nation means the power in our minds 
which takes the elements which are presumed to 
compose realities, and combines them anew, bj a 
process of the mind itself, so as to form com- 
pounds, which may or may not exist in nature. 

{Fcmcy is the power which consciously and in- 
tentionally invents scenes and combinations which 
may or may not exist naturally.) 

4. Beasoih or jvdgmmt is the power by which 
we compare £a.cts with each other, trace their con- 
nection, and make a comparison between things 
which are external and mental impressions. 

The connection of conscience with reason appears 
to be this — 

The office of conscience is simply to pronounce a 
thing to be right or wrong, and independently of 
any consequences which may follow either to our- 
selyes or others. 

The office of reason is to judge of the conse- 
quences which may follow from doing an action 
which conscience decides to be right, and also to 

£ 
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suggest the best means for acting consiistently 
with the decisions of conscience. 

When the voice of conscience is not attended 
to, reason assumes fonctions not properly its own, 
and even where the imagination is stifled, or left 
without cultivation or appeal, reason again stands 
in jeopardy of being a very fallible guide. Reason 
unaided and alone will not lead to a conviction of 
the existence of God. 

Such, in brief, is a view which may be taken 
of man's moral and intellectual nature, the sepa- 
rate parts of which we have to deal with in con- 
sidering the subject of sin. 

We will now state once more our old defini- 
tion — sin means ^^ missing a mark,^* 

And to answer our question, what mcvrk we 
have to miss, we may take Butler's illustration 
of a watch. 

Suppose the several parts of a watch are taken 
to pieces, and placed apart from each other, and 
we have ever so exact a notion of these several 
parts, unless we consider the respect and relation 
which these parts have to each other, we shall 
not have anything like the idea of a watch. Sup- 
pose these several parts brought together, and 
anyhow united, neither shall we yet» be the union 
ever so close, have an idea which will bear any 
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resemblance to that of a wateh. But let ns view 
these several parts pnt together, or consider them 
to be pnt together in the manner of a watch, let 
us form a notion of the relations which those 
several parts have to each other, all conducive in 
their respective ways to this purpose, showing 
the hour of the day ; and then we have the idea 
of a watch. Thus it is with regard to the inward 
frame of a man: intellectual power and moral 
feelings considered merely as the several parts of 
our inward nature do not at all give us an idea 
of the system or constitution of that nature, be- 
cause the constitution is formed by somewhat not 
yet taken into consideration, namely, by the rela>' 
tion which these several parts have to each other ; 
the chief of which is the authority of reflection or 
conscience. It is from considering the relations 
which the several intellectual powers and moral 
feeUngs have to each other, and above all, the 
supremacy of reflection or conscience that we get 
the idea of the system or constitution of human 
nature ; and from the idea itself it will as folly 
appear that this our nature, i.e., constitution, is 
adapted to virtue, as from the idea of a watch it 
appears that its nature, i. e., constitution or system 
is adapted to measure time. 

With the addition of this illustration I think 
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we may answer the question what mark is it 
whicli we ha/oe to miss? it is the mark of that 
which, in one sense, is perfectly natural. 

Sin is a disturbance occasioned among the in- 
tellectual powers or moral feelings by some one 
or more of them transgressing their prescribed 
limits, or not fulfilling the functions designed by 
Gt>d for them in creation. So that we may say, 
by a comparison of our bodily organism with 
our intellectual and moral being, that just as the 
body, in disease, departs in varying degrees from 
the standard of perfect health set up for it by 
God in His original creation, so does the soul by 
sin* The more unnatural it becomes the more 
sinful it becomes, the more natural (in this mean- 
ing of the word) the less sinful. 

Virtue, then (in this sense) consists in follow- 
ing nature, sin in departing from it. 

We know by experience that the imagination 
of the madman is uncontrolled by reason, and 
disease is the term we give to this condition; 
but a somewhat similar condition takes place 
amongst the intellectual powers and moral feel- 
ings, when disobedient to the voice of conscience ; 
and the man who does not regulate each one of 
these according to the decision of right and wrong, 
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becomes, in many instances, an intellectual or 
a moral madman; he vitiates society, often de- 
stroys even his own bodily health, and loses the 
harmony and happiness of his inward being, both 
for time and for eternity* 

Hoto com we heat a/ooid sin ? 

Evidently, by making the voice of conscience 
supreme, by the stndy of God's revealed wiU, and 
by submitting the whole moral and inteUectnal 
being, by earnest prayer, and use of all the means 
of grace, to its Creator. 

After this (as has been well suggested) let 
any plain, honest man, before he engages in 
any course of action, ask himself. Is this I am 
going about right, or is it wrong ? is it good, or 
is it evil ? We do not in the least doubt that this 
question would be answered according, to truth 
and virtue, by almost any fair man in almost any 
circumstances. 

The first way, then, to avoid sin, is to continu- 
ally try and realize the pervading influence of a 
Divine presence (obtained especially through the 
Holy Communion, and other appointed means of 
grace) which can make the conscience sensitive in 
recognizing the Divine Will, and powerful in the 
exercise of its functions. 
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And let ns ask one more question — How can we 
remedy 9m ? 

In order to answer this question, we mnst 
propose to onrselyes another question. Whp>t sins 
have we specially to remedy ? having decided this, 
we must deal with them in such a manner aS' the 
nature of the sins suggest. 

Sin is occasioned by the voice of conscience 
being disobeyed. Like a sound in the streets of a 
large city to which the ears get so accustomed 
that, though the sound continues, it is as if un- 
heard; so the voice of conscience, doubtless, 
seldom fails to speak, but the reason of the 
sinner has grown so accustomed to neglect its 
sound that it speaks in vain. Hence, one of the 
first steps towards a remedy for sin is obediently 
to listen for the voice of conscience. 

But, having heard the voice of conscience, we 
mujst realize the fact that the restoration of any 
part of our complicated being, either in its intel- 
lectual or moral bearings, can only be the work 
of the Creator Himself. 

Man, even when conscious of an error, cannot 
restore the broken harmony occasioned by it any 
more than he can restore a monster limb to its 
normal size and shape. 
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The cure lies solely in the blood of Christ and 
the imparted power of Deity^ obtained in answer 
to earnest supplication. 

Bnt, haying said thus much, we may go on to 
mention certain other means which God has given 
us for use. We may enumerate a few of them as 
follows : — 

1. The power of attention. 

Attention is a volxmtary effort . of the mind to 
fix itself so immoveably on certain special ideas or 
objects as to exclude all other, which may attract 
its notice. On the extent to which this power is 
used depends some of the very great differences 
between one man and another in their intellectual 
and moral conditions. 

2. The power of forming hahite. 

Habits are formed by the repetition of individual 
actions and individual operations of the mind. At 
first they require effort, but the effort becomes less 
as the habit grows stronger, and so do the emo- 
tions.. Thus: — 

Before a lazy man can form habits of industry 
he must use great effort, but this effort may be 
lessened at each stage of success. 

And the same may be said of a person who has 
neglected public worship; to form the habit of 
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attending chnrch requires an effort, but the oftener 

a man comes to chnrch the less effort will be needed. 

Or, to take an illnstration from sickness and 

» 

distress, on the first visit to such cases the emotions 
may be strongly excited ; but these become weaker 
as the habit of ministering to human misery be- 
comes stronger. And this is the case with other 
habits. 

3. Education. 

This is a powerful means given us against sin. 
Let us bear in mind that education means a leading 
out of the powers of the intellect and the feelings 
of the moral being. 

Endeavour not to force the mind or force the 
feelings ; but to find healthy employments such as 
would gradually bring out each of the intellectual 
powers separately, and each of the moral feelings 
separately. A healthy class of reading helps 
much to accomplish this end, but a morbid style 
of reading does injury. 

Let us not forget, in speaking of this remedy, 
that man was placed in this world to be educated 
for a higher state of existence. Here his faculties 
begin to unfold, ^.nd those mighty energies which 
are to bear hinn forward to unending ages begin to 
discover themselves. 
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The object of training sncli a being should be 
to enable each faculty to falfil its duties well here, 
and to stand on high vantage ground when we 
leave this cradle of our beings for an eternal exis- 
tence beyond the grave. 

4. The (wuidcmce of had convpcmions <md of objects 
liable specially to tempt us. 

The advice of Bishop Coleridge might be found 
useful I— 

"Be cautious with whom you associate, and 
never give your company or your confidence to 
persons of whose good principles you are not cer- 
tain. No person that is an enemy to God can be 
a friend to man. He that has already proved 
himself ungrateful to the author of every blessing 
win not scruple, when it will serve his turn, to 
shake off a fellow worm like himself. He may 
render you instrumental to his own purposes, but 
he will never benefit you. A bad man is a curse 
to others ; as he is secretly — ^notwithstanding all 
his boasting and affected gaiety — ^to himself. Shun 
him as you would a serpent in your path. Be not 
seduced by his rank, his wealth, his wit, or his 
influence. Think of him as already in the grave, 
think of him as standing before the everlasting 
God in judgment. This awfal reality will in- 
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stantly strip off all that is now so imposiiig, and 
present him in his tme light; the object rather of 
your compassion and of yonr prayers, than of your 
wonder or imitation," 

5. Constcmt employment. 

It has been said that " an idle man positively 
tempts the devil ; " hence the great necessity, on 
recovery from sin, to have constant and healthfal 
employment of an opposite description. 

When the mind is unemployed in what is good 
it is sure to be employed in what is bad. 

Work while it is day, the night cometh when 
no man can work. 

Have some definite plan in life, some definite 
work to be accomplished before yon die, and ioork 
ha/rd at it. 

Consider that each day lost leaves so much less 
of time to do it in. 

Some people map out the hours of their days 
and appropriate some special duty to be carried 
out in each ; but this system does not suit every- 
body, and the most important rule is to be always 
doing something useful, during as many hours of 
the day as bodily strength permits. 

The words of the poet Longfellow are well 
worth remembering, where he says — 
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Tell me not, in mournful numbers, 

Life is but an empty dream ! 
For the soul is dead that slumbers, 

And things are not what they seem. 
Life is real ! life is earnest ! 

And the grave is not its goal ; 
Dust thou art, to dust returnest. 

Was not spoken to the soul. 
Not enjoyment, and not sorrow, 

Is our destined end or way ; 
But to act, that each to-morrow 

Finds us farther than to-day. 
Art is long, and Time is fleeting. 

And our hearts though stout and brave. 
Still, like muffled drums, are beating 

Funeral marches to the grave. 
In the world's wide field of battle. 

In the bivouac of Life, 
Be not like dumb, driven cattle ! 

Be a hero in the strife ! 
Trust no Future, howe'er pleasant ! 

Let the dead Past bury its dead ! 
Act, — act in the living Present ! 

Heart within, and God overhead ! 
Lives of great men all remind us 

We can make our lives sublime, 
And, departing, leave behind us 

Footprints on the sands of time. 
Footprints, that perhaps another, 

Sailing o*er life's solemn main, 
A forlorn and shipwreck'd brother. 

Seeing, shall take heart again. 
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Let u8 then be up and doing, 

With a heart for any fiite ; 
Still achieving, still pursuing. 

Learn to labour and to wait.'' 

Attention, formation of good habits, education, 
avoiding bad companions and special objects of 
temptation, and constant employment, would, I 
think, prove some of the best remedies within 
maai^s own power for intellectual and moral disease, 
and having considered the meaning of the words 
for sin, and given a brief sketch of man's moral 
and intellectual being, which, however, cannot be 
restored to health without the especial aid of 
Deity, it only remains to add the suggestion of 
the necessity of continual and full acknowledg- 
ment of our repeated and miserable failures in 
copying GK)d*s original design in nature; of the full
